But they agreed to yield it 
up to Rudd & Carleton on the payment of £40, the sum paid by the Apple- 
tons. This was done. It was then found that the Harpers were all ready to 
go to press and they had to be stopped. And as soon as that house knew 
that Rudd & Carleton had made an outlay of $600 and bought off the Apple- 
tons, they gave up the field to their young rivals. The coast being clear the 
work was put to press and will soon be out.—Cor.
